ORDER 

1). The Central Government in exercise of powers conferred by sub-section (1) of. 
Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967) [hereinafter 

, t 

to be referred to as the ’Act 1 ], declared the ’National Liberation Front of Tripura' and 
'All Tripura Tiger Force* (for short 'NLFT' and 'ATTF') as unlawful associations vide 
Gazette Notification No.S.0.1446(E) dated 3 rd October, 2005. Relying on the 
circumstances mentioned in the said notification an opinion was formed that it was 
necessary to declare the NLFT and 'ATTF' as unlawful associations with immediate 
effect. 


2). Accordingly in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to sub-Section 
(3) of Section 3 of the Act, the Central Government directed that the said Notification 
shall, subject to any order that may be made under Section 4 of the said Act, will have 
the effect from the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. The said Gazette 
Notification No.S.0.1446(E) dated 3 rd October, 2005 reads as under 
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MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 3 rd October, 2005 

S.O. 1446(E) - Whereas the National Liberation Front of Tripura and 
the various wings thereof, (hereinafter referred to as the NLFT) has as its 
professed aim, to establish an independent “Borokland Twipra” by secession 
of Tripura and incite indigenous people of Tripura, for secession and thereby 
the secession of Tripura from India; 

And whereas, the All Tripura Tiger Force (hereinafter referred to as the 
ATTF) has as its professed aim, the formation of a separate nation of seven 
sisters comprising Tripura, Assam, Manipur, Mizoram, Nagaland, Meghlaya 
and Arunchal Pradesh resulting in bringing about the secession of he said 
States from India, in alliance with other armed secessionist organisations of 
the North East region and to carry on armed struggle for separation of these 
States from India and thereby secession of these States from India; 

And whereas, the Central Government is of the opinion that the NLFT 
and the ATTF have, 

(i) been engaging in subversive and violent activities, thereby 
undermining the authority of the Government and spreading 
terror and violence among the people for achieving its 
objectives; 

(ii) established linkages with other unlawful associations, viz., the 
United Liberation Front of Assam (ULFA) and Meitei 
Extremist outfits of Manipur with the aim of mobilizing their 
support; 

(iii) in pursuance of its aims and objectives in the recent past, 
engaged in several violent and unlawful activities which are 
prejudicial to the sovereignty and integrity of India; 

And whereas, the Central Government is also of the opinion 
that there violent and unlawful activities include:- 

(a) killing of civilians and personnel belonging to the 
Police and Security Forces; 

(b) oxtortion of funds from the public including 

businessmen and traders in Tripura; 

(c) procuring large number of arms and ammunitions, 
including sophisticated ones, through clandestine or 
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illegal channels and inducting them secretly into 
Tripura through a neighbouring country; 

(d) establishing and maintaining camps in neighbouring 
countries for the purpose of safe sanctuary, training, 
procurement of arms and ammunitions etc. 

(e) establishing and maintaining linkages with other 
Tripura tribal extremist groups for causing and 
fomenting communal clashes between the Tribal and 

non-tribal communities in Tripura; 

And whereas, the Central Government is of the opinion that the 
aforesaid activities of the NLFT and the ATTF are detrimental to the 
sovereignty and integrity of India and that they are unlawful associations; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) 
of Section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), 
the Central Government hereby declares the National Liberation Front of 
Tripura (NLFT) along with all its factions, wings and front organisations and 
the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) along with all its factions, wings and front 
organisations to be as unlawful associations; 

And whereas, the Central Government is also of the opinion that if 
there is no immediate curb and control of the NLFT and ATTF, will take the * 
opportunity to:- 

(i) mobilize their cadres for escalating their secessionist, subversive, 
terrorist and violent activities; 

(ii) propagate anti-national activities in collusion with forces inimical to 
India's sovereignty and national integrity; 

(iii) indulge in increased killings of civilians and targeting of the Police and 
Security Forces personnel; 

(iv) procure and induct more illegal arms and ammunitions from across the 
international border; 

(v) extort and collect huge funds from the public for their unlawful 
activities; 

And whereas, the Central Government, having regard to the above 
circumstances, is of the opinion that it is necessary to declare the 

NLFT ami the ATTF as unlawful associations with immediate effect; 
and accordingly, in exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to sub¬ 
section (3) of section 3, of the said Act, the Central Government hereby directs 
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that this notification shall, subject to any order that may be made under section 
4 of the said Act, have effect from the date of its publication in the Official 
Gazette.

3). The Central Government in exercise of its powers conferred by sub-Section 
(1) of Section 5 of the Act by a subsequent Notification No.S.0.1548(E) dated 29 th 
October, 2005, constituted “The Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal” 
(hereinafter to be referred to as the 'Tribunal'), with the undersigned for the purpose of 
adjudicating " Whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the *NLFT' and 
\ATTF ' as unlawful associations ". The said Notification No.S.0.1548(E) dated 29 th 
October, 2005 reads as under

4). ! A Reference under Section 4(1) of the Act was received from the Central 

I 

Government vide a communication No.l 1011/47/2005-NE.III dated 31 st October, 
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2005, along with a brief resume disclosing the aims/objectives and violent activities 

of'NLFT' and ’ATTF'. The resume details out the following facts and averments:- 

1. Tripura is facing insurgency for the last 20 years. Though 
around 20 armed tribal groups have been identified on ground, only 
National Liberation Front of Tripura and All Tripura Tiger Force are 
responsible for majority of killings have some ideological mooring 
with main activities remaining confined to murders, looting, extortions, 
abductions, etc. for monitory gains. The violence is mostly targeted 
against non-tribals. 

2. koth the Nation Liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) and the * 

All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) had been spreading secessionist 
tendencies by demanding separation of Tripura from rest of India and 
creation of a separate country. While NLFT has been demanding a 
separate country since its inception, the secessionist tendencies of 
ATTF have become more clear with its political wing Tripura People's 
Democratic Front (TPDF), formed in 1997, talking of *National 
Freedom* through an armed movement and terming Indian 
Army/Security Forces (Sfs) as 'Indian Occupation Forces’ and India's 
Independence as their 'colonial bondage'. The ATTF has also been 
protesting against merger of Tripura with India. Both the outfits not 
only believe in armed revolution and violence as a means to achieve 
their goal of over-throwing the democratically elected and legally 
constituted governments, but also have been indulging in frequent 
violence, killing innocent people and causing ethnic disturbances. 

Both the outfits have also been boycotting celebrations of National 
Days. 

3. The violence and extortions by both the NLFT and the ATTF 
have been continuing despite declaration of 28 police stations in the 
State as fully, disturbed and 6 police stations as partially disturbed. The 
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violence activities of both NLFT and ATTF are still continuing. Both 
the outfits have been advocating ouster of non-tribals, particularly 
Bengalis, from Tripura and attacking them whenever the outfits get an 
opportunity, giving rise to frequent ethnic clashes/tensions on the 
slightest provocation. Very strong undercurrent of tribal - non-tribal 
tension continues in the State due to the activities of these terrorist 
outfits.

4- The ATTF, which was formed in mid 1993, has a membership of 
around 350 hardcore-armed cadres and is led byJRanjit Debbarma. It is active 
in whole of Dhalai district, KJiowai, Kalyanpurt, Teliamura, Jirania, Takaijala 
and Sidhai PS areas of West Tripura District, Kailashahar, Fatikroy and 
kanchanpur PS area of North Tripura district and Birganj, R.K. Pur, Taidu & 
Ompi PS areas of South Tripura district. The NLFT, formed in 1989 and led 
by Biswa Mohan Debbarma, has an estimated cadre strength of 600 and arms 
bolding of 350. It is known to have areas of influence in the whole of Dhalai 
District, Kalyanpur and Takarjala PS area of West Tripura district. 
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Kanchanpur and Vaghman PS areas of North Tripura district and Birganj, 
Taidu, Nutan Bazar, Shantir Bazaar & Ompi PS areas of South Tripura 
district. The declaration of 19 police stations in Tripura as 'disturbed area’ in 
February 1997 and jnore areas subsequently has not in any way affected the 
activities of the NLFT. Rather, the outfit has been able to further strengthen 
its hold in different areas and emerge as the major terrorist group in Tripura. 

6. Both the ATTF and the NLFT have training camps and hid outs in 
Bangladesh and have been using the Bangladesh territory frequently for taking 
shelter after indulging in major incidents of violence. Most of these incidents 
have been planned in and executed from Bangladesh soil. They have acquired 
a sizeable number of sophisticated weapons and are known to be maintaining 
close links with other North Eastern insurgent groups. Recent reports indicate 
a growing nexus between the NLFT and NSCN (IM) on the one hand and the 
ATTF and ULFA on the other, in their operations in Tripura. 

7. These tribal extremists/armed miscreants have shown little hesitation 

, 4 - 

in attacking Police/Security Forces and innocent non-tribals (particularly 
Bengalis) with a view to forcing them to leave Tripura. Most of the victims of 
the terrorists are non-tribals, particularly Bengalis, This has caused wide 
schism between the tribals and non-tribals in the State of Tripura leading to 
volatile ethnic situation, which gives rise to ethnic clashes on the slightest 
provocation. 

8. The NLFT and the ATTF were previously declared as 'unlawful 
associations' under the 'Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967' with effect 
from 3 rd October, 2003. The Unlawful Activities (Prevention) tribunal was 
presided over by Justice Shri R.C. Jain had confirmed the extension of 
banning of the NLFT and ATTF vide order dated 24.3.2004. The declaration 
has been extended from 3 rd October, 2005 for a further period of 2 years. 

9. Notwithstanding the fact that both the NLFT and the ATTF have 
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continued to be banned for a period of eight years now, tribal insurgency 
remains the most serious security concern in Tripura. Both the NLFT and the 
ATTF continue to resort to massive mobilization of funds by unlawful tax 
collections, extortion and even kidnapping and abduction for ransom. 
Procurement of arms by the NLFT and the ATTF has also been continuing. 

The following factors, therefore, have been taken into consideration before 
deciding on further extension of the ban: 


i. both the NLFT and the ATTF continue to have self- 

styled constitutions which specifically speak of secession of 
Tripura from India by demanding separate State of tribal land 
as their ultimate objective; 


ii. the NLFT and the ATTF have been responsible for a large 
number of violent incidents, looting of arms and ammunition 
from the Army and Police personnel in which a large number 
of Army, Police personnel and civilians have lost their lives; 

iii. apart from this, both the NLFT and the ATTF continue to resort 
to extortions and illegal tax collections for the procurement of 
arms and ammunition as also for maintaining its leaders and 
cadres; 


iv. both the ATTF and the NLFT have established links with other 
North Hasten extremist groups. The NLFT has reportedly 
developed close links with the Isak-Muivah faction of the 
National Socialist Council of Nagaland [NSCN (I/M) ]. The 
ATTF, on the other hand, has links with the United Liberation 
Front of Assam (ULFA) and also with the Meitei extremists 
groups of Manipur; 


v. both the ATTF and the NLFT have training camps and hide 

outs in Bangladesh and have been using the Bangladesh * 

territory frequently for taking shelter after indulging in major 

incidents of violence. Most of these incidents have been 

planned in and executed from Bangladesh soil; * 

vi both the NLFT and the ATTF continue to procure illegal arms 
and ammunition. These are either being purchased from illegal 
arms merchants abroad and smuggled into the country or are 
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being snatched from various security fqrces. 

10. TJie Government of Tripura, Ministry of Defence, Army Headquarters, 
Intelligence Bureau (IB), Cabinet Secretariate (R&AW), Central Rcservq 
Police Force (CRPF) and Border Security Force (BSF) have recommended the 
extension of the ban on the NLFT and ATTF for a further period of 2 years 
beyond 2 nd October 2005. 

11. In brief, the following reasons are listed in support of further 
declaration of both the NLFT and the ATTF as 'unlawful associations' under

h. Continued engagement in activities prejudicial to the 
sovereignty and integrity of India. 

iii. Continued adoption of violence and terror through armed action 
’ as a means for achieving their Objective. 

iv. high levels of extortions and illegal tax collections from the ' 
public including businessmen, traders and even Government

v. links and support to other North-Eastern insurgent groups/ 

While the NLFT has developed links with the Isak-Muivah 
faction of the National Socialist Council of Nagaland [NSCN 
(I/M)], the ATTF has developed links with the United 
Liberation Front Of Assam (ULFA) and the Meltei extremist 
groups of Manipur. 

vi. continued maintenance of sanctuaries, safe havens and training 
camps in neighbouring Bangladesh. 

vii. procurement of large number of sofisticated arms ; and 

ammunition through clandestine channels or by snatching from 
various security forces. , ; ^ ^ ; - rr '* 

12. In view of the above, further declaration of both the National 
Liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) and the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) 
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as 'unlawful associations' under section 3(1) read with proviso to section 3(3) 
of the 'Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967' was considered necessary 
after the expiry of the validity of the previous notification on October 3,2005. 

i 

This is likely to discourage them from openly propagating their negative aims 
and activities and seeking suport of the public. It would also prevent their 
sympathizers from' harbouring and assisting the ATTF and the NLFT. 

Accordingly, the NLFT and the ATTF have been declared as unlawful f 

associations w.e.f. 3.10.2005 under Sub Section (1) of Section 3 of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 and the declaration has been given 
immediate effect from the date of publication of the Notification in the official 
Gazette under Sub Section (3) of Section 3 of the said Act. A copy of the 
Notification SO. 1446(E) dated 3.10.2005 issued in this regard is enclosed. 


5) A registrar of the Tribunal constituted under the Unlawful Activities 
(Prevention) Act, 1967 was also appointed who placed the documents before the 
Tribunal in its first sitting on 9 th November,2005. First hearing of the Tribunal was 
held on 9 ,h November, 2005. Central Government and State of Tripura were 
represented by counsels, however, no one had appeared on behalf of ‘NLFT’ & 
‘ATTF’. 

6) Pursuant to the notification and reference, the Tribunal directed issuance of 
separate notices under Section 4(2) of the Act to the WLFT and 'ATTF' to show cause 
within 30 days from the date of service/publication of the notices as to why the said 
Associations be not declared unlawful and why the order should not be made 

confirming the declarations under sub-Section (1) of Section 3 of the Act. The 

] 

ncjtices were directed to be served in the following manner. 

i. Copies of the notices be affixed at conspicuous portions of the 














offices, if any, of the. above Associations and notices be 
effected and pasted at public places in the territories of these 
Associations; 

ii. By proclaiming by beat of drums or by means of loudspeakers, 
the contents of the notice and Notification of die -constitution 
of the Tribunal, in the area in which the activities of the 
Associations are ordinarily carried out; 

iii. By publication of the notices in the newspapers published in 
Tripura as well as in electronic and other print media in the 
territories of these Associations* 

7) . It was further directed that the service of the notices be effected through all the 

above modes within thirty days and compliance in regard to service of notices be 
reported to the Registrar of the Tribunal by the competent officers of the State/Central 
Government by filing their affidavits before 10 th January, 2006. The Central 
Government and the State Government of Tripura were also called upon to file before 
10 th January, 2006 the affidavits of their witnesses and documents on which reliance 
was placed by them in support of the pleas and grounds on the strength of which the 
above referred Associations had been declared unlawful. 

8) . Consequently, affidavits of Mr.R.R. Jha, Director, Ministry of Home Affairs, 
Government of India was filed who deposed about the various steps taken about tike 
notification and proposed adjudication by the Tribunal. The deponent detailed the 
steps taken by the Government of Tripura for effecting the service upon NLFT and 
ATTF. It was disclosed that the Director General of Police was directed to take action 
for service by affixing copies of the Notice at conspicuous part of the offices of these 
associations, if any. The Director General of Police of Tripura reported that neither 
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^sILFT nor ATTF maintain any offices at Tripura. On the basis of available 
[intelligence and interrogation of arrested and surrendered terrorists of these 
organizations and associations, it was stated that these Militants outfits are 
maintaining their camps in Bangladesh in a clandestine manner. As these organization 
do not have offices in India, the notices could not be served upon these organizations 
by affixing copies of the notices at conspicuous part of the offices of these unlawful 
associations. However, the District Magistrates confirmed that vide publicity was 
made proclaiming the contents of the notices of this Tribunal by Beat of Drum and/or 
by means of loudspeakers in the areas in which the activities of these associations are 
ordinarily carried out. Copy of the letter dated 02.12.2005 of the Government of 
Tripura in this regard was produced. It was also stated that the show cause notices of 
this Tribunal were published in a local vernacular newspaper “Dainik Sambact\ The 
notices were also published in two National Dailies namely “Jansatta ’’(Hindi) on 
2CU 1.2005 and “The Telegraph ” (English) on 19.11.2005. Copies of the Press 
Clippings containing the Notices were also produced and deposition was made about 
them. The Government of Tripura vide the letter dated 30.11.2005 also confirmed that 
the notice of this Tribunal were given vide publicity by broadcasting and telecasting 
through local stations of All India Radio, Agartala, on 29.11.2005 and 30.11.2005 and 
through Doordarshan, Agartala, in news bulletin on 27.11.2005. Copy of the letter 
dated 30.11.2005 of the Government of Tripura regarding publicity through Radio 
and Television has also been produced. 

9). Issuance and publication of notices was also confirmed by Resident 
Commissioner, Government of Tripura who also filed an affidavit and deposed that 

the notices were issued/published in the name of the Associations in accordance with 

the specified modes and copies of citations and other communications have also been 
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filed in support thereof. Registrar and another official of the Tribunal also visited 
State of Tripura to ascertain about the notices issued by the Tribunal. These officials 
visited Hezanara Block, sub division Sader in West District of Tripura on 30 th 
November,2005 and found notices issued, pasted at prominent places in BDOs offices 
and in market places. These officials also visited Khowai sub division of West Tripura 
District and Ambassa, sub division of Dhalai District on 1 st December,2005 and found 
notices pasted in market and cither prominent places. On 2 nd December,2005 these 
officials visited North Tripura District and on 3 rd December,2005 they visited South 
Tripura District and found notices pasted and displayed at prominent places and in the 
markets. About the constitution of Tribunal and show cause notice, issued publicity 
by beat of drums am| by loud speakers was also ascertained by these officials from the 
people from the areas where the activities of NFLT and AFFT are ordinarily carried 
out. The Registrar of the Tribunal also witnessed the publicity done by loud speaker 
in Khowai sub division of West Tripura and Ambassa sub division of Dhalai district 
in Bengali and local language spoken by Tripura tribal people in concerned areas. 

10). Despite large publicity about the Tribunal and its sitting given by various 

modes, no one appeared and opposed the notification issued by the Government. 

Neither of the two Associations r NLFT and 'ATTF have shown any cause as to why 

the said Associations be not declared unlawful. These Associations have also gone 

unrepresented before the Tribunal. No one appeared on any of the hearings of the 
Tribunal. Hearing of the Tribunal was also held at Agartala and some of the witnesses 

of State Government of Tripura were H examined at Agartala, however, no one 

appeared on behalf of these association and no one has opposed the notification of the

'Unlawful activity 1 
Jnlawful association’ have been defined under section 2(f) and (g) under 
vfful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 which are as under: 


The Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act,1967 

2. Definitions: In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,- 


(/) ‘unlawful activity’, in relation to an individual or association, means 
any action taken by such individual or association (whether by 
committing an act or by words, either spoken or written, or by signs or 
by visible representation or otherwise),— 

(/) which is intended, or supports any claim, to bring about, on any 
ground whatsoever, the cession of a part of the territory of India or 
the secession of a part of the territory of India from the Union, or 
which incites any individual or group of individuals to bring about 
such cession or secession; 

(«) which disclaims, questions, disrupts or is intended to disrupt 
the sovereignty and territorial integrity of India; 

(g) ‘unlawful association’ means any association— 

(0 which has for its object any unlawful activity, or which 
encourages or aids persons to undertake any unlawful activity, or of 
which the members undertake such activity; or 

(if) which has for its object any activity which is punishable under 
Section 153-A or Section 153-B of the Indian Penal Code, 1860 (45 
of 1860), or which encourages or aids persons to undertake any 
such activity, or of which the members undertake any such activity: 

Provided that nothing contained in sub-clause (ii) shall apply to the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir.

jThese definitions make it apparent that the determination of the question 
whether any association is, or has become, an unlawful association to justify such 
declaration under sub-section (1) of Section 3 must be based on an objective decision; 
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and the determination should be that “any action taken’* by such association 
constitutes an “unlawful activity’* which is the object of the association or the object is 
any activity punishable under Section 153-A or Section 153-B IPC. It Is only on the 
conclusion so reached in an objective determination that a declaration can be made by 
the Central Government under sub-section (1) of Section 3. 

12). An “unlawful activity”, defined in clause (/), means “any action taken” of the 

kind specified therein andhavinfe the consequence mentioned In other words, “any 

action taken” by such association constituting an “unlawful activity” must have the 

potential specified in the definition. Determination of these facts constitutes the 

foundation for declaring an association to be unlawful under Sub-section (1) of 

Section 3 of the Act. Clause (g) defines “Unlawful association” with reference to 

“unlawful activity” in sub-clause (0 thereof, and in sub-clause (if) the reference is to 

the offences punishable under Section 153-A or Section 153-B of the Indian Penal 

Code. In sub-clause (//), the objective determination is with reference to the offences 
punishable under Section 153-A or Section 153-B of the IPC while in sub-clause (0 it 

is with reference to “unlawful activity” as defined in clause (/). Sub-section (2) of 

Section 3 requires the notification issued under sub-section (1) to specify the grounds 

on which it is issued and such other particulars as the Central Government may 

consider necessary. This requirement indicates that performance of the exercise has to 

be objective together with disclosure of the basis of action to the association. 

13). Ordinarily a notification issued under sub-section (1) of Section 3. becomes 

effective only on its confirmation by the Tribunal by an order made under Section 4 
after due inquiry; but in extraordinary circumstances, which require that it may be 
brought into effect immediately, it may be so done for “reasons to be stated in 
writing” by the Central Government, and then also it is subject to any order made by 
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the Tribunal under Section 4 of the Act. Section 3 requires an objective determination 
of the matter by the Central Government and Section 4 requires confirmation of the 
act oi the Central Government by the Tribunal. Section 4 deals with reference to the 
Tribunal. Sub-section (1) requires the Central Government to refer the notification 
issued under sub-section (1) of Section 3 to the Tribunal “for the purpose of 
adjudicating whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the association 
unlawful”. The purpose of making the reference to the Tribunal is an adjudication by 
the T 'ibunal of the existence of sufficient cause for making the declaration. 



14). The words ‘adjudicating’ and “sufficient cause” in the context are of 

signi icance. Sub-section (2) requires the Tribunal, on receipt of the reference, to call 

upon the association affected “by notice in writing to show cause” why the 
association should not be declared unlawful. This requirement would be meaningless 

unless there is effective notice of the basis on which the declaration is made and a 

reasonable opportunity to show cause against the same. Sub-section (3) prescribes an 

inqu ry by the Tribunal, in the manner specified, after considering the cause shown to 

the said notice. The Tribunal may also call for such other information as it may 

consider necessary from the Central Government or the association to decide whether 

or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the association to be unlawful. The 

Tribunal is required to make an order which it may deem fit “either confirming the 


declaration made in the notification or cancelling the same”. 


15). The nature of inquiry contemplated by the Tribunal requires it to weigh the 
material on which the notification under sub-section (1) of Section 3 is issued by the 
Cen ral Government, the cause sljown by the Association in reply to the notice issued 

i 
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to it and take into consideration such farther information which it may call for, to 

decide the existence of sufficient cause for declaring the Association to be unlawful. 

The Entire procedure contemplates an objective determination made on the basis of 

material placed before the Tribunal by the two sides; and the inquiry is in the nature 

of adjudication of a lis between two parties, the outcome of which depends on the 

weight of the material produced by them. Credibility of the material should, 

ordinarily, be capable of objective assessment. The decision to be made by the.; 

Tribunal is “whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring the Association 

unlawful”. Such a determination requires the Tribunal to reach the conclusion that the 

material to support the declaration outweighs the material against it and the additional 
weight to support the declaration is sufficient to sustain it. The test of greater 

probability appears to be the pragmatic test applicable in the context. 

16) . Despite no opposition on behalf of these associations who are to be declared 

as unlawful and no material placed by them before the Tribunal, the material relied oh ' 
and placed by the Central Government and the reason disclosed by the Central 
Government for forming an opinion for declaration of these association as 'Unlawful. 
Association* requires objective assessment of the credibihty<of the material relied 

by the Central Government and the sufficiency of cause Shown. ’ 

17) . Deposition of the Director posted in the Ministry of Home Affairs Shri 

R.R.Jha was filed. He deposed that both the National Liberation Front of Tripura 
(NLFT) and the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) have been spreading secessionist 
tendencies by demanding separation of Tripura from rest of India and creation of a 
separate country. While the National Liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) has been 
demanding a separate country since its inception, the secessionist tendencies of the 
All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) have become more clear with its political Wing, the 
Tripura People’s Democratic Front (TPDF) formed in 1997, talking of ‘national 
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freedom’ through an armed movement and terming Indian Army/Security forces (SFs) 

as ‘Indian Occupation Forces’ and India’s independence as their ‘colonial bondage’. 

Boti the outfits not only believe in armed revolution and violence as a means to 

achi eve their goal but also have been indulging in frequent violence, killing innocent 

peo ale and causing ethnic disturbances. Both the outfits have also been boycotting 

celebrations of National Days. Other details like aims and objectives, name of office 
beirers, links with other North-East outfits and foreign links etc. of the National 

Liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) and the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) have 

also been given. He stated that the violence and extortions by both the National 

Liberation Front of Tripura (NLFT) and the All Tripura Tiger Force (ATTF) have 

bee n continuing despite declaration of 37 Police Stations in the state as folly/partially 

dis urbed. During 1999-2003, the number of persons killed by ATTF reached its peak 

in 2Q03. However, of late, the violent incidents committed by the NLFT and the 

ATTF have shown some decline because of effective counter insurgency operations 

by the State Government of Tripura. The decline in killings by NLFT could also be 

attributed to the surrender of 145 cadres of a faction of NLFT led by Shri Nayanbasi 

Jan latia in pursuance of signing of an agreement for “Suspension of Operation” with 

the Government of India and Government of Tripura on 15 th April 2004 and signing 

of' Memorandum of settlement’ on 17 December, 2004. Both the outfits have been 

advocating ouster of non-tribals, particularly Bengalis, from Tripura and attacking 


then whenever the outfits get an opportunity, giving rise to frequent ethnic 
cla ;hes/tensions on the slightest provocations. He deposed that very strong 
unc ercurrent of tribal - non-tribal tension continues in the state due to the activities of 
the >e terrorist outfits. Details of major incidents committed by the NLFT and the 
ATTF UGs in 2004-2005 (December, 2005) have also been given along with the 


affidavit. 
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18). Deposition of resident commissioner of Government of Tripura has also been 

filed who deposed that the two militant outfits, NLFT and AAFT and their 

factions are active within the State of Tripura. Their aims and 

objectives are outright secessionist and they indulge in violent 
activities in the State. He stated that the provisions of the Unlawful 

Activities (Prevention) Act, of 1967 were invoked by the Government 

of India for the first time in 1997. Since these two organizations have 

continued in their secessionist and violent activities, the ban has been 

continued till date. Details of these banning orders were given by him 

which are as under:

19). The Joint Resident Commissioner on behalf of the State of 
Tripura contended that NLFT and ATTF along their factions 

continue to espouse secession of Tripura from the Union of India as 
their aim and objective, and to achieve this objective they continue to 
indulge in secessionist, subversive, violent and terrorist activities. The 
constitutions of the NLFT and ATTF speak of secession from 0K 
Indian Union as tKeir objective. True copies of the constitution of 
NLFT and ATTF, in circulation, were also produced by him. He also 
gave short history of Tripura, formerly a princely state, which was 
integrated into the Union of India in October 1949. After its merger, 
Tripura has become an integral part of India. However, to achieve their 
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secessionist aims and objectives, ATTF and NLFT and their factions 

have illegally adopted a separate Constitution providing for a “Separate 
‘People’s Republic Government” with the trappings of a civilian setup. 

The deponent stated that they have also maintained a separate armed 

wing with a hierarchical setup on the pattern of the regular army. They 

2 re equipped with a large number of lethal weapons, including 

sophisticated weapons of massive destruction. Since their 

* 

inception/formation, the NLFT and ATTF along with their factions 

have been responsible for a large number of subversive activities. With 

the objective of achieving their professed aim of establishing an 

independent ‘Borokland Tripura’ by ‘liberating’ Tripura from the 

Indian Union, the NLFT and ATTF and their .factions have been 

indulging in various secessionist and subversive activities aiming at 

threatening the sovereignty of the country, disturbing public order and 

c evelopment of the State and creating terror among the people. The 

activities include attack on police and paramilitary forces, looting of 

orms and ammunitions, violence against civilians, kidnappings and 

extortion. They also continue to procure arms and ammunition by 

illegal means and use them to disturb peace and tranquility and subvert 

the Constitution of India and the laws framed there under. They are 

also engaged in extortion of money from the people and Government * 

employees through ‘Tax Notices’. Copies of these Notices were also 

produced by the State of Tripura and proved. The latest trends of these 

organizations were stated to be: 

a) Continued espousal of the policy of secession of Tripura from India by the 
NLFT and formation of a separate nation of seven sisters by the ATTF. 
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b) Continued engagement in activities prejudicial to the sovereignty and 
integrity of India. 

c) Continued adoption of violence and terror through armed action as a 
means for achieving their objectives. 

d) High levels of extortions and illegal tax collections from the public 
including businessmen, traders and Government employees. 

e) Links and support to other North-Eastern insurgent groups. While the 
NLFT has developed links with the Isak-Muivah faction of the National 
Socialist Council of Nagaland [NSCN(I/M)], the ATTF has developed 
links with the United Liberation Front of Asom (ULFA) and the Meitei 
Extremist Organisations of Manipur. 

0 Continued maintenance of sanctuaries, safe-heavens and training camps in 
neighbouring Bangladesh. 

g) Procurement of large number of sophisticated arms and ammunition 
through clandestine channels or by snatching from various security forces. 

20). It was deposed on behalf of the Government of India and State Government of 

Tripura that the declaration of these outfits as ‘unlawful associations’ is necessary 

since both the NLFT and the ATTF are extremely active and mobilizing their cadres 

for escalating secessionist, subversive, terrorists and violent activities. Both the 

NLFT and the ATTF continue to resort to massive mobilization of funds by unlawful 

tax collections, extortion and even kidnapping and abduction for ransom. In case of 

any delay in extension of the notification, these organizations might take undue 

advantage of the situation. It might also provide an opportunity to the leadership of 

these organizations to openly propagate anti-national activities in collusion with 

foreign powers inimical to India’s security concerns. The Police and security Forces 

in such an eventuality will find it difficult to detain and prosecute those apprehended 

by them. Various incidents were deposed about indicating that circumstances do exist 

which render it necessary to declare the NLFT and the ATTF as Unlawful 

Associations with effects from 3.10.2005 and to give effect to the said declaration 
immediately. 
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21). ( The Tribunal also held its sitting at Agartala after due notice. Statements of 
various officials and other witnesses were recorded. In the Tribunal sitting on 10^ 
Marc i,2006 seven witnesses were examined. These witnesses are as under:

ii. Sh. J.K. Sinha, District Magistrate, West District, Tripura.

vi. Mr.Sanku Sinha, Kumarghat PS, North Tripura 

vii. Mr. Akul Chandra Nath, Dasda, North Tripura 

Mr.S.K. Darlong, SP, Special Branch, Tripura deposed as under: 

Two organizations who are carrying on secessionist 
activities in the State of Tripura are NLFT (National Liberation 
Front of Tripura) and ATTF (All Tripura Tiger Force), with 
their various factions. These two organizations have their own 
separate Constitutions. I have seen and read the copies of their 
Constitutions. I have brought the photocopies of the said 
constitutions. It is these photocopies which are widely 
circulated in the State. True typed copies of the respective 
constitutions of these two organizations have been filed on the 
record of this Tribunal at pages 12-40 & 41-55 in Volume-I. 

As per my personal knowledge and also based on State 
Intelligence Reports, these two organizations have been 
indulging and continue to indulge in looting, kidnapping and 
attacking the security forces in the State. Their cadre is 
organized and to my knowledge they are getting arms and 
ammunitions from black market and from foreign countries 
including Bangladesh and via Mynamar. The secessionist 
activities are going on unabated. Some of these violent and 
criminal activities to my knowledge are also reflected in 
paragraph 8 of the affidavit of Sh. M.L.Dey which has been 
filed before this Tribunal. I am also aware of number of 
incidents of such secessionist activities of these organizations 
even during the past six months. 

I know that during the Assembly elections in February, 
2003 boycott calls urging people not to take part was given by 
all ATTF & NLFT. They give boycott calls for any event 
having any national significance. Their calls to boycott events 
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of. national importance is continuing unabated till today, 
including Independence & Republic Day celebrations. They 
gave boycott calls for die local elections held on 27 th February 
and 3 rd March 2006. Whenever boycott calls are given, we pass 
on the information to the security forces and extra forces are 
deployed for carrying out peaceful polls and to inculcate 
confidence in people so that they may take part in the electoral 
process. The information which has been compiled in tabular 
format in paragraph 14 of the affidavit of Mr.M.L.Dey was 
provided by me on the basis of available official records and it 
is correct. The same has been brought by me today. The 
incidents of various crimes, the nature of which has been 
disclosed in para 14, have continued almost at the same scale 
even after 30.11.2005. 

I also remember quite distinctly an incident of January, 
2006 when the security forces were fired upon by the members 
of these two organizations in which one security personnel was 
grievously injured and three civilians had died. An FIR was 
registered in this regard. There are many other incidents of such 
nature and the activities of these two organizations are 
continuing unabated till date. 

Mr. Rajesh Kamble, S.P. West District, Tripura also deposed and stated before 

Tribual 

" I have brought the FIRs which were filed in respect of 
various incidents which look place* in different districts in 
Dhalai, North Tripura, South Tripura and West Tripura. I have 
compared the typed copies with their respective originals and 
the same are true and correct. The FIRs were registered on 
account of various incidents and at the instance of various 
persons. The true typed copies of the said FIRs are collectively 
exhibited as Exhibit 7. 

I have knowledge about the FIRs which were registered. 
at different places. 1 have knowledge about the various persons 
killed in various incidents. Details of some of the persons killed 
pursuant to which various FIRs were recorded have been 
detailed in the affidavit of Mr.M.L.Dey at pages 332-344 in 
Volume-II. Such details have been compiled from the official 
records available with the State. I have compared the same and 
state that they are true and correct. This list is marked as 
Exhibit8." 

22). Mr.Sanku Sinha and MrAkul Chandra Nath, two witnesses appeared before 

Tribunal and deposed that they were abducted by these unlawful associations 

members. Relevant portion of testimony of Mr. Sanku Sinha is as under: 

The persons who kidnapped me had told me that they are the 
members of NLFT. My kidnappers tried to persuade me to 
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join them and they were claiming that an independent 
Borokland of Tripura is to be formed by liberating Tripura from 
the Indian Union. I was kept in a camp for one month and 14 
days and they have a military-type setup and most of these 
persons were heavily armed and they have their own base and 
this is their full-time occupation. My brother had to pay 
Rs. 1.60 lakh for my release. I was not told about the amount of 
consideration for my release during my captivity but I came to 
know about it only after I was released. My brother is Head of 
a Panchayat. For collecting this amount, my brother had to sell 
our household articles and the cattle. I am a cultivator. 

.nother person who stated that he was kidnapped by the members of these 

ssociations is Mr. Akul Chandra Nath who also gave graphic detailed about his 


jidnapping which is as under: 


I was kidnapped by persons claiming to be members of 
NLFT in January 2004. I know that they are from NLFT 
because they themselves told me during my captivity. I was 
kept in captivity for two months. The people who kidnapped 
me were eight in numbers. My family sold the land and 
collected Rs.60,000/-. This was paid to the group headed by a 
person named Barnjoy Reang of NLFT. When I was in their 
captivity they used to profess openly that the State of Tripura is 
to be liberated. Most of them had AK-47 and SLR Carbines. I 
know about the make of the weapons because I was told by 
them and I identify such weapons. I was kept in the hills and 
jungles, exact location of which I do not know but they had 
camps there. I was told that they were confining me in a camp 
located in Bangladesh. To my knowledge, such kidnapping 
activities are still going on in the area where I live. Another 
person who has been kidnapped is named Anukul Das. 
Haradhan Das is another person who was kidnapped. Such 
kidnappings are very frequent in the area where I live. The 
persons claiming to be the members of NLFT also visit the area 
where I live and demand and collect tax. Though the 
complaints are made to the police and police take actions, 
despite that all these activities are continuing." 
espite due publicity and notice about the Tribunal and its sitting at Agartala, 


sither any application, reply or any material was produced on behalf of NFLT and 


ATF Refuting the pleas raised by the Government seeking a declaration that these 
sociations as unlawful. The testimonies of the witnesses examined have remained 


-refuted and un-rebutted. From plethora of documents produced and proved and 
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testimony of the witnesses, it is reasonable to draw an inference that that both the 

organizations are engaged in subversive and secessionist activities in many part of 

Tripura; they aree operating from across the border from Bangladesh and it, therefore, 

becomes difficult for the police and other forces to curtail their activities completely 

and easily. Modus operandi of these organizations seems tp be to terrorize people with 

arms and threaten certain communities to leave certain areas of Tripura. In view of 

this substantial evidence produced, it is reasonable to believe that these associations 

and there members are engaged in killing and kidnapping for ransom of innocent 

people and Government officials as a result of which development activities are 

hampered. The Constitution of the aforesaid banned organizations have also been 

produced and proved by the witnesses. Perusal of the Constitutions of NFLT and 

AAFT shows that the main objective of these associations seems to be to form a 

separate country comprising of the seven states of North East, namely, Tripura, 

Assam, Manipur, Mizoram, Nagaland, Meghalaya and Arananchal Pradesh and for 

this purpose these association warns to support all sorts of movements and utilize their 

own forces. In view of all this evidence which has not been refuted and which can 
not be disbelieved, it is probable to infer that the main objective of the National 

Liberation Front of Tripura seem to be to overthrow the democratically elected 

Government from Tripura with armed struggle with a view to have 'a distinct and 

independent identity of the Bork civilization of Twipra; to liberate the 'Borokiand 

Twipra' complete freedom and transform it to alleged People's Republic. With a view 

to achieve the objective of setting up of its own independent government and 

overthrow the alleged capitalist Government of India, their Constitution provides that 

it will have its own independent flag, constitution of emblem and official language. 

To achieve this objective, even from their Constitution resorting to force can be 

inferred^ TTie Government has also placed on record receipts issued by National 
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Liberation Front of Tripura regarding extortion of money from Panchayat officials 


and individuals in the name of revenue and tax. 

24)1 A perusal of the statements of the witnesses, their depositions on the 


affidavits and documents placed on record and proved including the Constitution of 

Naiional Liberation Front of Tripura and All Tripura Tiger Force, subscription notices 

anc extortion receipts, it is clear that objectives of both the National Liberation Front 

of Tripura and All Tripura Tiger Force are secessionist to establish an independent 

ide ntity of Borokland Tripura as well as separate country comprising of the seven 

No th-Eastern States. The learned counsels have shown in detail various FIRs 

recorded for various violent incidents. A very distinct and organized pattern is 

decipherable. The area of operation of these organizations mainly include West 

Trnura, Dhalai, North and South Tripura. From the evidence produced, it is 

reasonable to infer that these associations possess sophisticated, fire arms procured 
fron illegal sources and they are continuing to follow the policy of secession from 

India and they are continuing to indulge in activities pre-judicial to the sovereignty 

anci integrity of India and indulging in violence and terror through armed action with a 

view to achieve their objective. They are also indulging in extortion and illegal tax 

collection from public including businessmen, traders and even Government 

employees and they have links with and support of other North-East insurgent groups. 

Thsy are continuing to maintain sanctuaries, safe heavens,. training camps in 

neighboring Bangladesh and are procuring large number of sophisticated arms and 

ammunitions through clandestine channels or by snatching from various security 

forces. Various incidents have been pointed out and their FIRs have been shown and 

other relevant facts have been established. There is sufficient material in the facts and 

' 

! 

circumstances which shows that these associations are indulging in killing of 


civilians, armed personnel and are resorting to looting, extortion and other criminal 
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acts and are creating a climate of lawlessness. It is manifest in the circumstances that 

both the aforesaid associations, namely, National Liberation Front of Tripura and All 

Tripura Tiger Force are resorting to acts of killing of civilians, army and police 

personnel, extortion of funds from public and traders in Tripura for procuring 

sophisticated arms and ammunitions through clandestine channels or by snatching 

from various security forces. These organizations have links with and support of 

other north eastern secessionist insurgent groups. It is also established from the 

material on record that these associations are indulging in various violent activities of 

extortion, looting and are creating a climate of lawlessness in the State of Tripura. 

Their activities are intended to disrupt the sovereignty and territorial integrity of India 

and if they are not checked, not only that the unlawful activities will increase but also 
an atmosphere may be created in the State for secession from India. The organizations 

are advocating and practicing the secession of a part of the territory of India from the 

Union and are inciting the individuals and groups of individuals to bring about 

secession from the country. In the circumstances, the inevitable inference is that their 

activities have substantial threat to the sovereignty and integrity of the country. 

25). The Government had relied on the following reasons in support for 

continuance of ban and extension of Notification declaring the 'NLFT and 'ATTF as 

unlawful Associations for a further period of two years beyond 3 rd October, 2005 > 

i. continued espousal of the policy of secession of 
Tripura from India by the NLFT and formation of a 
separate nation of seven sisters by the ATTF; 

ii. continued engagement in activities prejudicial to the 
sovereignty and integrity of India; 

iii. continued adoption of violence and terror through 
armed action as a means for achieving their 
objectives; 

iv. high levels of extortions and illegal tax collections 
from the public including businessmen, traders and 
Government employees; 
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v. links and support to other North-Eastern insurgent 
groups. While the NLFT has developed links with 
the Isak-Muivah faction of the National Socialist 
Council of Nagaland [NSCN(I/M)], the ATTF has 
developed links with the United Liberation Front of 
Asom (ULFA) and the Mejtei Extremist 
Organisations of Manipur; 

vi. continued maintenance of sanctuaries, safe-heavens 
and training camps in neighbouring Bangladesh; 

vii. procurement of large number of sophisticated arms 
and ammunition through clandestine channels or by 
snatching from various security forces. 

27) . These reasons have been substantiated by thj Government by overwhelming 

material produced and proved on record. These activities of these associations, NLFT 

& A' [TF, clearly amount to unlawful activities within the meaning of Section 2(f) of 

the Act. The associations pursuing such activities are, therefore, undoubtedly 
unia 1 vtul associations witnin the meaning or Secnon 2(g) of the Act. Therefore, the 

Central government is fully justified in declaring the said NLFT and ATTF as the 

unlawful associations. This Tribunal see no reason why this declaration should not be 

conf rmed. 

28) . For the foregoing reasons, I am satisfied that there was sufficient cause for 
deck ring the National Liberation Front of Tripura and the All Tripura Tiger Force as 

| unlawful associations. This Tribunal, accordingly, confirm the declaration made by 
the (fentral Government vide notification no. 1446 (E) dated 3 rd October, 2005 issued 
undef sub-section (1) of Section 3 pf the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967. 

! The reference is thus answered affirmatively.
